Use of Tissue Expanders with External Ports Sergio Lozano, MD

Thirty-four tissue expanders with external ports were used to 


correct congenital or burn deformities in 28 pediatric patients 
with serial injections every two days. Although infection and 
erosion occurred in 17.6%, the advantages included less 
dissection, painless injection, shorter operating times, and early 
detection of leaks. 


The Hemideltoid Muscle Flap Geoffrey G. Hallock, MD 


Anterior and posterior halves of the deltoid muscle were 
transferred clinically to reconstruct shoulder defects. The 
muscle may be split vertically because of its dual independent 
blood supply, permitting half the muscle to remain functional in 
situ. 


Utilization of the Depressor Anguli Oris Miguel Sabino Neto 
Musculocutaneous Flap for Lip Reconstruction Helton Traber Castilho 
Lydia Masako Ferreira 


Twenty patients underwent upper or lower lip reconstruction ea 


with the depressor anguli oris musculocutaneous island flap, 
sometimes with retained innervation. Although some flaps had 
prolonged congestion and edema, only one suffered a 30% 
tissue loss.

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A Pilot Study of Short- and Long-Term Sequelae to Rigid 
Fixation Across Metacarpal Physes in a Baboon Model 


Using a baboon metacarpal osteotomy model, yearlong rigid 
fixation with screws across the epiphyses did not result in 
physeal closure. However, biochemical changes were present 
that cast doubt on the ability of the epiphyses to allow renewed 
lenghtening after device removal. 


Delayed Prefabricated Arterial Composite Venous Flaps: 
An Experimental Study in Rabbits 


Using a rabbit model, prefabrication of composite epigastric 
arterialized venous flaps was performed, incorporating 
implanted ear cartilage or porous polyethylene. Survival rates 
were comparable to control flaps with conventional axial 
circulation. 


A Neurocutaneous Island Flap Model: An Experimental 
Study in Rats 


A reliable anterolateral thigh flap in the rat was created with its 
base on a cutaneous nerve and a small strip of contiguous 
superficial fascia. Microangiography confirmed an extensive 
network of tiny neural vessels in the fascia leading into the skin. 


Increased Axonal Regeneration Through a Biodegradable 
Amnionic Tube Nerve Conduit: Effect of Local Delivery 
and Incorporation of Nerve Growth Factor/Hyaluronic 
Acid Media 


A 25-mm rat sciatic nerve gap was bridged with a human 
amnion conduit incorporating a local-release mechanism for 
nerve growth factor and hyaluronic acid. The treated nerves 
demonstrated 45% greater regeneration than the non-treated 
amnion conduit repairs. 


Hsp72 Induction: A Potential Molecular Mediator of the 
Delay Phenomenon 


Using a rat delayed bilateral latissimus dorsi muscle flap model, 
Heat Shock Protein 72 (hsp72) was found to be elevated in 
association with flap preconditioning. In addition, regional 
differences in hsp72 gene expression were associated with 
differences in flap perfusion and survival, suggesting a possible 
mediating role in surgical delay.

Breast Reduction Outcome Study Cynthia L. Mizgala, MD, FRCS(C), FACS

An outcome study of 75 consecutive bilateral breast reductions 


was carried out using surveys, physical examinations, chart 
reviews, and photographic evaluations. Strongly positive 
outcomes were observed in relief of symptoms despite the 
occurrence of pseudoptosis (12%) and decreased nipple 
sensitivity (31%). 


An Alternative Technique for Managing the Lower Breast Don R. Revis, Jr, MD 
Skin During Secondary Breast Reconstruction With a H. Hollis Caffee, MD 
TRAM Flap 


At secondary TRAM reconstruction, the contracted inferior 
breast skin was totally transferred on an inferior base to the 
lateral and/or medial side of the breast to add breadth to the 
reconstruction. This permitted the TRAM paddle to be inset 
vertically at the inframammary crease. 


Augmentation in Ptotic and Densely Glandular Breasts: Hamid Massiha, MD 
Prevention, Treatment, and Classification of Double- 
bubble Deformity 


The double-bubble appearance often seen when augmenting 
tubular or ptotic breasts was ameliorated by making a series of 
cuts on the posterior aspect of the breast tissue. 


The Role of Tissue Expansion in Abdominal Wall Grant W. Carlson, MD

Four large skin-grafted ventral hernias were successfully closed John R. Galloway, MD 


in stages with (1) placement and serial expansion of 
subcutaneous tissue expanders followed by (2) expander 
removal, fascial reconstruction with mesh, and skin 
approximation.

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Use of Specialized Bone Screws for Intermaxillary 
Fixation 


Nineteen patients were placed into rigid intermaxillary fixation 
using IMF screws with decreased operative time, high patient 
satisfaction, and no infections. All healed satisfactorily in stable 
occlusion with only a single case of mental nerve paresthesia. 


The Peroneus Brevis Muscle Flap for Lower Leg Defects 


Eight peroneus brevis muscle flaps were transferred with skin 
grafting to cover distal leg defects of the lateral malleolus and 
Achilles tendon with only one resulting partial flap necrosis in a 
diabetic. Distal vascular pedicles could be sacrificed during 
muscle transfer without jeopardizing safety. 


A Simplified Pheumotachometer for the Quantitative 
Assessment of Velopharyngeal Incompetence 


A modified U-manometer with Y-connector that quantitatively 
measured oral and nasal airflow and pressure was useful in 


documenting the degree of velopharyngeal incompetence and/or 
nasal airway obstruction. 


Lacrimal Duct Injuries Revisited: A Retrospective Review 
of Six Patients 


Six patients with acute lacrimal duct injuries were repaired with 
a semicircular technique using Crawford tubes. Intubation was 
maintained for an average of 4.2 months, and no persistent late 
epiphora was noted. 


Exploiting the Septum for Maximal Tip Control 


Control of tip projection and rotation was achieved by (1) 
straddling the medial crura on the septum or (2) placement of 
septal extension grafts constructed of septal cartilage. 


Correction of Axillary Burn Scar Contracture With the 
Thoracodorsal Perforator-Based Cutaneous Island Flap 


Six axillary burn scar contractures were released and 
reconstructed with thoracodorsal perforator-based cutaneous 
flaps. Shoulder abduction increased from preoperative (30° to 
90°) to postoperative (110° to 170°) with no flap loss. 


Intralesional Laser Therapy of Extensive Hemangiomas 
in 100 Consecutive Pediatric Patients 


One hundred consecutive pediatric capillary-cavernous 
hemangiomas were treated intralesionally one or more times 
with the Nd:YAG or KTP laser. All had greater than 50% 
reduction in size, and 46 had greater than 90% reduction. 
Subsequent surgical resection was carried out in 76. 
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Neo-osseous Flaps Using Demineralized Allogeneic Bone 
in a Rat Model 


Neo-osseous flaps incorporating demineralized allogeneic bone 
(DALB) or autologous bone were fabricated on the rat inferior 
epigastric system. Although bone degeneration was somewhat 
delayed in DALB-neoflaps compared to the neoflaps with 
autologous bone, the DALB-neoflaps showed higher blood flow. 


A New Model for Experimental Tendon Adhesions in the 
Chicken 


A model was developed for long segment abrasive injury to the 
chicken flexor tendon and sheath. Consistent differences in 
function and biomechanics were seen between mildly and 
severely abraded tendons and controls.

Endoscope-Assisted Correction of Primary Varicose 
Veins 


Endoscope-assisted varicose vein removal through one to three 
short incisions was successfully performed on 43 lower 
extremities of 37 patients. Complications included one 
hematoma and one recurrence. 


Reconstruction of the High-risk Chest Wall With 
Endoscopically Assisted Latissimus Dorsi Harvest and 
Expander Placement 


Twelve consecutive endoscope-assisted latissimus/expander 
breast reconstructions were performed in the presence of prior 
chest radiation, heavy smoking, and/or thin, tethered chest wall 
skin. Complications included two hematomas, one expander 
loss, and one implant capsule. 


Soft-Tissue Reconstruction of Sole and Heel Defects With 
Free Tissue Transfers With Invited Discussion by 
Thomas R. Stevenson, MD 


Twenty free-flap reconstructions of the weight-bearing sole and 
heel were performed from five different donor sites with only 
one total flap loss. Factors favorable to long-term durability 
included patient compliance and the presence of deep sensation 
and muscular integrity. 


Immediate Camitz Opponensplasty in Acute Thenar 
Muscle Injury 


Seven acutely injured hands with thenar muscle impairment 
underwent immediate opponensplasty using the palmaris longus 
tendon with palmar fascial extension. Final opposition 
positioning was excellent in all cases, confirming the advantage 
of performing the procedure on an acute basis. 


Nonsurgical Delay of Cutaneous Flaps Using the 
Flashlamp Pumped Pulsed Dye Laser 


In a rat ventral flap model, pumped-dye lasing of the perimeter 
or full surface of the flap 15 days prior to elevation resulted in a 
significant increase in surviving area over paired controls, 
presumably through an ischemic mechanism. 
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A Prospective Study of the Anatomic Variations of the 
Median Nerve in the Carpal Tunnel in Asians 


A prospective anatomic study on 354 consecutive carpal tunnel 
relases in Koreans demonstrated a 96.1% extraligamentous 
course of the motor branch and an 81.1% radial point of origin 
of the motor branch. The palmaris longus was absent in 0.6%. 


The Effects of the Number and Ratio of Repaired Arteries 
and Veins on the Survival Rate in Digital Replantation 


A retrospective review of 631 consecutive single-digit 
replantations demonstrated that digit survival was generally 
enhanced by repairing as many vessels as possible, though Zone 
II injuries were subject to venous congestion if two arteries and 
only a single vein were prepared. 


Effects of Hyperbaric Oxygen Treatment and Heparin on 
the Survival of Unipedicled Venous Flaps: An 
Experimental Study in Rats 


In a rat venous flap model, the use of perioperative and three- 
day postoperative hyperbaric oxygen increased the flap survival 
rate, with or without the addition of heparin. 


The Beneficial Effect of Heparin in Preischemic Perfusion 
Solutions for Cold-Stored Skin Flaps 


In a rat epigastric flap preservation model, perfusion with 
heparin solution prior to two days of cold ischemia resulted in 
significantly greater survival after subsequent replantation than 
did storage after perfusion with saline or without perfusion at 


all.

An Outcome-Based Study of Aesthetic Surgery in a Michelle Zweifler, MD 
Clinic Setting Scot Bradley Glasberg, MD 


A retrospective telephone survey of 55 patients undergoing 68 
aesthetic procedures by residents at a large county hospital 
demonstrated a satisfaction level of 6.59 on a zero-to-ten scale.

In a cadaver study of the radial artery flap, the lateral 
antebrachial cutaneous nerve (LABC) predominanted in 
distribution (61.8%) over the medial antebrachial cutaneous 
nerve (33.8%) and superficial radial nerve (34.6%). Selective 
nerve blocks in volunteers confirmed the dominance of the 
LABC and lent support to the concept of multiple nerve 
anastomoses in clinical cases.

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Periprosthetic Breast Capsules Contain the Fibrogenic 
Cytokines TGF-B1 and TGF-B2, Suggesting Possible New 
Treatment Approaches 


Breast implant capsules from 35 patients were examined 
immunohistochemically and found to have overproduction of 
transforming growth factor-beta (TGF,, and TGF,.,) in common 
with other fibrotic conditions of lung, liver, kidney, and skin. 


Skin Flap Prefabrication Using Acellular Dermal Matrix 
and Cultured Keratinocytes in a Porcine Model 


Using a porcine model, pre-implanted acellular dermal matrix 
sheets were elevated as turnover dermal flaps to cover adjacent 
skin defects and resurfaced with autogenous cultured 
keratinocytes. All healed completely with contraction of only 
18% at 24 weeks. 


Comparison of Immune Response to Nerve Allograft 
Segments in Fetal and Adult Rabbits: A Histological 
Study 


Using a rabbit model, nerve grafts placed beneath the dorsal 
panniculus carnosus were better tolerated in fetuses than in 
adults, presumably because of the immature fetal immune 
system. 


Platelet Supernatant Promotes Proliferation of Auricular 


Chondrocytes and formation of Chondrocyte Mass 


Rabbit auricular chondrocytes grown in monolayer cell culture 
were optimally stimulated toward proliferation and matrix 
synthesis by the addition of 1% human platelet supernatant.

The Increase in TRAM Flap Survival After Delay Does W. Michael Morrissey, Jr, DMD, MD 
Not Diminish Long Term Geoffrey G. Hallock, MD 


In a TRAM flap model, a delay procedure was equally effective 
in increasing surviving flap area, regardless of whether there 
was a gap of 2 weeks or 7 months between the delay procedure 
and the final flap elevation. 


Endoscopic Harvest of the Rectus Abdominis Muscle Richard Dabb, MD 
Scott W. Wrye, MD 


Five patients underwent successful endoscopic harvest of the Wesley W. Hall, MD 


rectus abdominis muscle for reconstruction of sternal 
osteomyelitis. Harvest times were less than one hour, no hernias 
or other complications occurred, and minimal discomfort was 
noted. 


Tumescent Technique as an Adjunct to Breast Implant Mark P. Solomon, MD, FACS 
Removal and Capsulectomy 


Six women with periosthetic breast capsules underwent implant 
removal and capsulectomy aided by pressure infusion of a 
standard tumescent solution into the space between the capsule 
and breast parenchyma. All patients healed uneventfully with 
exception of a single re-exploration for bleeding. 
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Prophylaxis Against Frey’s Syndrome in Parotid Surgery 


One hundred fifty patients underwent parotideciomy, 
incorporating a SMAS flap as a barrier against aberrant post- 
ganglionic reinnervation. None experienced gusatory sweating in 
long-term follow-up, and starch iodine testing was negative in 
all. 


Oral Sedation Allows for Comfort and Amnesia During 
Office Surgery 


Oral diazepam/alprazolam was used in combination with local 
anesthesia to perform 372 office aesthetic procedures, including 
294 with full body liposuction (mean aspirate 3806 cc). No 
parenteral sedatives were required, and no untoward events 
occurred. 


Microvascular Anastomosis Using 2-Octyl Cyanoacrylate 
in the Rat Femoral Artery 


In a rat femoral artery model, a sutureless sleeve anastomosis 
bonded with cyanoacrylate glue produced an 80% patency rate. 


Comparison of Autologous Fat Transfer in Fresh, 
Refrigerated, and Frozen Specimens: An Animal Model 


In a rat model, suction harvesting and implantation of fat was 
more effective with freshly aspirated fat than with stored fat. 
Increasing length of storage and freezing caused further 
deterioration of fat viability. 


“Pumping the Regenerate”: An Evaluation of Oscillating 
Distraction Osteogenesis in the Rodent Mandible 


In a rat unilateral mandibular osteotomy model, alternately 
distracting and compressing the defect produced no 
improvement over a standard distraction regimen. 


Expression of Adenovirally Delivered Gene Products in 
Healing Osseous Tissues 


In a rat model, B-galactosidase adenovirus injection into a fresh 
unilateral mandibular osteotomy resulted in prominent B-gal 
expression in the regenerating bone within the first seven days. 
No B-gal expression was noted in lung and liver tissue, and no 
toxicity was seen. 


Hypoxia Increases Insulinlike Growth Factor Gene 
Expression in Rat Osteoblasts 


In a rat calvarium osteoblast culture, expression of insulin-like 
growth factor II mRNA was increased by 60% after 3 hours of 
hypoxia, supporting the theory of gene-specific changes in 
molecule expression during bone healing. 
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Autologous Cultured Fibroblasts: A Protein Repair 
System 


Cultured autologous fibroblasts were injected into depressed 
contour deformities in 94 patients. Long-term progressive 
improvement was noted in 70%, presumably because of ongoing 
collagen production by the fibroblasts. 


The Use of Newborn Rats and an Adenoviral Gene 


Delivery Vector as a Model System for Wound-Healing 
Research 


In a newborn rat model, subcutaneous and intradermal B- 
galactosidase adenovirus injections resulted in B-gal gene 
expression for 1 to 9 days thereafter. Incisional wounds in the 
same model required 5 days to heal, suggesting the possibility of 
an in vivo model for studying cytokines in wound repair. 


Role of Three-dimensional Computed Tomography in the 
Assessment of Nasoorbitoethmoidal Fractures 


A retrospective study of the 2D and 3D CT scans of 21 
consecutive nasoorbitoethmoid fractures demonstrated that the 
combination of both studies was superior to either alone. The 
2D CT was superior for evaluation of the medial orbital wall, 
while the 3D CT was superior along the medial maxillary 
buttress, especially at the piriform aperture.

The Temperatures Reached and the Damage Caused to 
Hair Follicles by the Normal-Mode Ruby Laser When 
Used for Depilation 


Excised rhytidectomy specimens of hair-bearing skin were 
treated with the normal mode ruby laser during real-time 
thermal imaging and examined histologically. Although the 
usual follicular temperature rise was 5 to 10°C, one specimen 
rose over 30°C and correlated with significant laser-induced 
follicular damage. The findings support the contention that laser 
depilation is proportional to peak follicular temperature. 


Superior Eyelid Incision: An Alternative Approach for 
Frontozygomatic Dermoid Cyst Excision 


Sixty-five children with lateral brow eyelid dermoid cysts were 

excised completely through upper eyelid crease incisions. Scars 
were less conspicuous than with the traditional brow incisions, 
and there were no complications. 


Making of a Facial Perforator Map by Thermography 


Perforators for local flaps were readily identified by pre-icing the 
test area for 25 seconds and applying thermographic 
photography for the following 65 seconds. 


Early Recovery After Endoscopic vs. Short-Incision Open 
Carpal Tunnel Release 


Thirty-six carpal tunnel releases were randomized to endoscopic 
or short-incision techniques. Endoscopic procedures resulted in 
better early grip and pinch strength. 


Intra- and Interobserver Reliability of Sensibility Testing 
in Asymptomatic Individuals 


Semmes-Weinstein monofilament and static/moving two-point 
discrimination testing performed on 48 normal volunteers 
demonstrated insufficient consistency in inter- and intra- 
observer measurements to be considered reliable in non- 
pathologic states. 


Recovery of Sensibility After Digital Neurorrhaphy: A 
Clinical Investigation of Prognostic Factors 


A multicenter retrospective review of 172 microsurgical 
epineural digital nerve repairs demonstrated significant 
differences in recovery of sensibility with age and severity of 
injury but not with other factors. 
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Functional Outcome With Scaphotrapeziotrapezoid 
Arthrodesis in the Treatment of Kienbéck’s Disease 
Stage III 


Twenty-six STT-arthrodeses were performed for Stage IIla/b 
Kienbéck’s disease with 25 resulting in fusion and 80% 
returning to their original occupations. Grip strength was 
increased to 60% of the normal side, and pain was significantly 
reduced. 


Classification of the Pattern of Intrauterine Amputations 
of the Upper Limb in Constriction Ring Syndrome 


A review of 31 congenital upper limb amputations in 20 patients 
demonstrated the most common type (20 hands) to be digital 
amputation associated with “coning” or “superimposition” 
(Type II). Only one amputation was at a proximal level. 


Both Superficial and Deep Extremity Veins Can Be Used 
Successfully as the Recipient Site for Free Flaps 


A retrospective review of 102 extremity free flaps demonstrated 
no difference in venous complications between superficial and 
deep vein anastomoses. 


Microcirculatory Window for Early Detection of Allograft 
Rejection 


Using the composite rat hind-limb cremaster model, 
microcirculatory hemodynamics were directly observed through 
the cremaster “window,” permitting discrimination between 
ischemia-reperfusion injury and acute graft rejection.
